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Gangplank Marina Celebrates But Worries 


By Margaret Drummond 


W hen was the last time your Dis¬ 
trict Councilmember, ANC 
Commissioner, and other pub¬ 
lic officials gathered in your backyard to 
honor your way of life? Exactly. So it was 
quite an honor for live-aboard boaters at 
Gangplank Marina to both receive acco¬ 
lades from, and have the opportunity to 
thank, a large number of people who have 
supported the live-aboard community over 
the years. 

This all happened on Saturday, August 
13, 2005 at Gangplank Marina when 
Councilmember Sharon Ambrose read a 
Council Resolution that read, in part, 
WHEREAS, the District of Columbia 
commemorates a rich maritime history 
by recognizing the historic live-aboard 
boating community of Southwest Wash¬ 
ington; and WHEREAS, the Gangplank 
Marina live-aboard community represents 
an American ideal of unparalleled diversity 
spanning socioeconomic, ethnicity, age, 
and lifestyle boundaries... The Council 
of the District of Columbia recognizes the 
contribution to the District of the live- 
aboard community and recognizes August 
13, 2005 as “Live-Aboard Boater Day” in 
the District of Columbia. 

Not to be outdone, Mayor Anthony 
Williams sent a proclamation celebrat¬ 
ing the live-aboard community and also 
named August 13, 2005 as DC Live- 
Aboard Boater Day. The Mayoral Proc¬ 
lamation was presented, along with per¬

sonal congratulations, by David Howard 
of the Anacostia Waterfront Corporation 
(AWC), which is soon to be the Gang¬ 
planks new owner when the transfer from 
NCRC takes place. 

The Gangplank Slipholders Association 
(GPSA) conceived Live-Aboard Boater 
Day as a way to cheer the shrinking popu¬ 
lation of live-aboards at the marina. Coast¬ 
al Properties, which manages the marina, 
and NCRC, its owner, have exercised 
some determination to reduce the number 
of live-aboards from a high of around 145 
boats when they arrived in 2001 to a cur¬ 
rent total of less than 100. With a new 
artificial limit of 100 live-aboard vessels, 
which despite a 2-year waiting list appears 
to be closer to only 80, fewer individuals 
and families can now live at the marina. So 
the Southwest community has lost over 50 
homes under the direction of NCRC and 
Coastal Properties. 

Beyond the attack on our numbers, 
a growing number of slipholders face 
extreme cases of what they feel is unfair 
and flatly hostile treatment at the hands 
of management. As a reminder that the 
marina community is still prized by their 
Southwest neighbors and by District offi¬ 
cials and to brighten spirits after a divisive 
spring, the idea of Live-Aboard Boater 
Day was welcomed by the boating com¬ 
munity. 

A brunch was held on the events barge, 
near Cantina Marina, to commemorate the 
occasion. Award certificates in gratitude

The Department of Health reports that 
“the District has the highest prevalence 
of AIDS in the US, more than any other 
state or city...

At least one in seven 
African-American men in DC are infect¬ 
ed with HIV while 30% of new cases are 
among women and 40% of cases are now 
transmitted among heterosexuals.” With 
statistics like these, it is important to get 
involved and stop the spread.

The Dupont Circle event featured the 
official unveiling of one of the 22 call 
boxes that have been transformed into 
public art reflecting the neighborhood 
and its history; an art show and sale of 
original artwork used in all the call boxes; 
music provided by the 257th Army Band 
Brass Quintet; fire trucks and firefighters 
from the District’s Fire and EMS Depart¬ 
ment; refreshments provided by Dupont 
Circle merchants; and, guided walking 
tours of nearby call boxes. 

Art on Call is a citywide effort led by 
Call box Cultural Tourism DC to restore Wash¬ 

ingtons deteriorating police and fire call 
boxes and to use them as showcases for 
community art and history. These call boxes, installed throughout the District 
in the 1860s, were made obsolete by the introduction of the 911 emergency 
calls in the 1970s. 

The Southwest Neighborhood Assembly (SWNA) is working on a plan to 
relate the Southwest call boxes to community themes: the boxes near the DAV 
to demonstrate its work for disabled veterans; the ones near the Arena Stage to 
celebrate the theaters location in Southwest; the one across from Southeastern 
University to reflect the University’s 1879 beginnings, its YMCA background 
and its 1937 Federal Charter.. The one at 4th and M will greet Metro riders 
with an introduction to our waterfront location; and the call box near Engine 
Company 13 to be a restored fire box of the era when the Southwest Engine 
Company came into being in 1905. 

At this time, SWNA is seeking community input into decisions about these 
and other call boxes. Making decisions about the design of the boxes, and the 
means of presenting historical infor¬ 
mation, is the next step for SWNA. 

We welcome artists, designers, writers, 
and historians, as well as anyone else 
interested in the Art on Call Project.

He was a 
supporter of consumer rights and rent control. 

Congressman Scheuer is survived by four children and his wife, Emily Milano, inte¬ 
rior designer, who designed the interiors of several complexes in SW, including Finley 
House next to Ft. McNair.
